Secretary 
of the Canadian-Chinese Friend- 
shipi Society. Longpre, who visit- 
ed the Pcople's.Republic of China' 
last summer/ addressed the So- 
cialist Club yesterday on the 
topic "China Since the Libera- 
tion".

Ion); been a centre of interest to 
Western countries, but has be- 
come even more so since "the 
1949 liberation from oppresion 
by ruling classes, external impe- 
rialists, and even from the United 
States"; . ; ; 

CHILDREN HAPPY 

During the course of his visit, 
Longpre stated that he had ' ob- 
served Chinese children are "heal- 
thy happy and gay'.'. He also vi- 
sited workers' homes and facto- 
ries, whicti were "well-organized 
and clean", 

Longpre said that he had, 
throuRh an interpreter, asked an 
old couple whether there was 
any improvement in their living 
conditions since the Revolution. 
They replied that before they 
had had to beK-tovfturvive,(!but

This question, 
asked by Paul Harasimowicz, 
Honourable GNU, adequately it- 
scribes the atmosphere of Tues- 
day evening's Model Parliament. 

Uravlng continual interrup- 
tions from both sides of. the 
House, .the Liberal, Government 

■ managed to pass ■ a bill calling 
for the' inauguration of - 15,000 
scholarships for univérsity stu- 

- dents and the setting up of a 

■ Royal Commission to investigate 
present educational principles. 

— . Right from the start as the 
' Sergent-at-arms placed the Msca 
on. a flag draped table, more 
closely resembling a cofiin, the 
gallery of 45 knew that they 
■ were not about to witness an 
evening of-' ordinary Parliamen-

As HarMimowIee rose, (all six 
foot four,r'235ïpoundi', of Jiim), 
the 135>lb'Sergent-ait*arms' began 
to.crumble, much' td the amuse- 
msnt of the gallery. 

"PERSPNAL . PRIVILEGE" 

The PC leader, Bob Amaron, 
accused some member of the 
House of pilfering his watdi 
which had been put on the ros- 
trum. Martin Aster, the Prime 
Minister declared all Liberals to 
be innocent of the crime and 
suggested that perhaps the CTCM 
had annexed it to make certain 
alterations. 

• CTCM representatives became 
violent . and interrupted on a 
"point " of personal privilege". 
All speaking at Once, they ma- 
naged to convince the other hou- 
se members that . they too. were 
not responsible., for the theft.

Miss Anne Dixon, Minister of 
Immigration, was addressed as

lengthly exhortation slating that

Perhaps the most humorous 
remark of the evening was that 
of Mort-i] Fish as he questioned 
tlie competence of the. "speaker" 
to give informatioii. It was not 
clear which speaker he. was re- 
ferring to, and only quick talking 
and various, apologies prevented 
his ejection from the chamber.

During the question period, 
r.ongpre's statement that "ail the 
Chinese are happy" was contest- 
ed by a member of the audience 
who read out a statement from 
the People's Daily, (he official 
Communist newspaper. . . 

The party organ admitted that 
in 1950 (the lime of Longpre'a 
visit) China "experienced natio- 
nal calamities and the worst 
drought in recent history", v 

The questioner continued by 
reading part of a letter from 
a mainland Chinese, who com- 
plained that "since Ihe begin- 
ning of food-rationing, I ' have 
been hungry and sick all the 
time". 

Longpre repeated his conten- . 
lion that the Chinese are happy, 
and suggested that his questioner 
read the UNESCO reports. 
COMMUNES 

Another question about the 
communes and their alleged des- 
truction of individual liberty by 
brain-washing techniques elicited 
Longpre's comment that "the Chi- 
nese do not have liberty as we 
know It. The Chincse must work, 
and the commune system was 
adopted : for^'ereater. efficieaey." 

"Even intellectual workers — . 
students and professors — work 
willingly on higliwa.vs. bridges 
and reservoirs during their month 
of vacation". 

Longpre stated that he was as- , 
sured.by his interpreter that such * 
participation. was voluntary.

Several coneluaiono, might, be draim firom vthe 
events which transpired during Tuesday nTghtTa Mq> 
del Parliament in the Union BallrooiiL These conclit»> 
sionsr indeed, will vary according to the- party 'affi-^ 
liation of the person concludinir. However, we believe 
there are two basic pointa upon which all those who 
attended or participated in the Session vrilt lifrree-. 

First oiU the Model Parliament has the patential 
to serve as a valuable and stimulating extra-curricu- 
lar activity. The session affords elected members •& 
first-rate opportunl^ ta become familfat with, parliar* 
mentary procedure; it also allows 'students an oppor- 
tunity to express" their thoughts orally within these 
bounds of parliamentary procedure. Such practice la 
valuable for students in all faculties, particularly so 
for those contemplating: a career in politics or law. 
With, this thought in mlnd^ efforta-should be made ta 
ensure that there are future Modet Parliamenta at Mo ' 
.Gill, and that these Model- Parliaments be conducted 
in such a fashion that students have an optimum" op- 
portunity to reap the above benefits. 

Secondly, Tuesday aessioa reve^^l^t there i& 
considerable dissatisfaction with the. present system 
of electing members to the Model Parliament. Fur- 
thennore.. opinion was expressed that there Is no sound 
constitutive framework which provides à. set of rules • 
for the conduct of a Model Parlliament at :McGlll. 

We strongly advocate that a. committee be. f brmed . 
Immediately to review the whole Model Parliament sir . 
tuatbn. This', committee' could be appointed after con-

leaders of aU' partie» wMch sat iïî:TUesdày^ '*Hbiisl^. 
The committee should consider three basic Ideas. 
First, whether- or not the Parliament should be con- 
ducted In a serious ^hlon along national party linear 
second» what are a suitable set of electoral laws which 
could g:oveni the election oi^ a McGlIl Model Parllar 
mentis and^thirdly,|What:locaI >rulea^should be added 
to the mMnlïûIejB^of Parllîmaèhti^ - 
! to enable a one-nfght. sitting to proceed in aie orderly f 
and constructive £Mhion.^y f. , j-;'. '. . 

Fdlowing. co'nsiaeram^ of these issues, à consti- 
tution, for tiie. McGlll Modd Farliiament should be 
drafted by the committee;. Thei Debating Unibn should. . 
' then adhere to the provision» of this cohstftatiohl whett< 
sponsoring, future Model Parliaments.

Land Grabbing 

Frofesaor H, Spence-Sales, chairman of McGill's 
Committee on .Muncipal Flanninsf, warned, of the dansera 
of the 'great municipal land grab' in a- lecture Monday 
night. ■ ^ c 



He compared the situation to- 
day to the wild land speculation 
that prevailed during tiie late 
twenties, As a result, he said. 
"By 1920, the climax of freniied 
activity was reached, but in Oc- 
tober of that year, all tlie props 
fell- out." 

At the present time, Professor 
SpenccSafes warned, there are 
serious simllaritiea to (-what hap- 
pened then. He pointed out that 
during the fiftles,Marge-saale pu< 
blic wortcs snêhVaSilheilfetropo- 
lltan Boulevard 'uid^liie'StMaw- 
rence Seaway' have greatly en- 
hanced the -speculation on land. 

"By 1954." he went on,' "it 
became ahnost frenried", with 
the greatest speculation taking 
place in the' vicinity oMle Jesus 
and Ste. Thérèse".

All students of Commerce or 
Economics (one qualifies her« by 
having taken ât least, one course

Education or • Career ?

■ What is the life of a ballet dancer like? Does she miss the merits of liitjhQr 
ciiucation? What would make her stop a ballet caieer to which she has focusscd hef 
entire attention since she was a child ? • • 

. To discover the answers to tiiese puzzling questions, the Daily recently inter- 
viewe<l exponents of the two opposing viewTooinls — I^ila Zorina, piomising ycung 
dancer who recently appeared with the National Ballet Company of . Canada .at Jler 
Majesty's Theatre, and Pauline McCullagh a former dancer with the same company 
who last year received her Bachelor of Arts degree from McGill. 



"I Chose 
Ballet 
Over School 
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Leila Zorina < was born in Yu> 
goslavia but emigrated to Canada 
when quite young. As a child she 
saw a performance of the ballet, 
and after that she "Just had to 
dance." 

She t>cgan her formal training in 
"one of those school projects", and 
won -a scholarship to Elizabeth 
Leese's where she began to study 
seriously, taking two and three - 
classes a week. In the summer of 
'57, having graduated from Mont-, 
real High (at age IS) she decided 
to "follow the crowd" to the Natio- 
nal Ballet Summer School in To- 
ronto. She planned, if things did 
not work out, to return home after 
the course and discuss with her 
mother whetber^ta go on -to colle- 
ge, as had her-sistér before her, or 
continue her dancing. 

This problem was solved for 
her, however, when, Celia Franca, 
artistic director of the company, 
asked' her to Join. 

In answer to the questions po.<:ed 
by this reporter. Miss Zorinn ans- 
wered, "Yes, I miss a college edu- 
cation. I think everybody does, 
and as a matter of fact, I supple- 
ment for college by doing quite a 
bit of reading." Tucked under her 
arm was a copy of the ''Biogra- 
phy of Oscar Wilde". 

'Miss Zorina explained alx)ul the 
]ife of a dancer. "Onc-niKht stands 
are pretty hard. You come into a 
town, unpack, do a performance 
'and nave to not only be up but be 
ready- to leave at 8 .o'clock the. 
foUowdng morning. On the other 
hand, however, when you come 
Into n bis place like Montreal

where the company will st.ny for 
perhaps two weeks, like this year, 
you are on your own until 5 o'clock 
m the evening when class starts". 

Miss Zorina, liow in her fourth 
year with the company, has tra- 
velled from coast to coast in the 
United States and Canada, ami has 
' gone as far south as Mexico. 

Why does she continue dancing? 
Her philosophy was quite simple." 
"Ballet is so close to the ptaee of 
mind nnd to the satisfaction every- 
body is trying to llnd for them- 
selves. It is not just another Job — 
it's a way of life." 

"Ballet Comes 
Second To 



College 
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Pauline McCullagh. of Montreal, 
also' started her ballet career in 
school, continued with Miss Leese, 
and then went to Toronto lo study 
with Betty Oliphant, Ballet Mis- 
tress of the National Ballet Com- 
pany. 

She explained. "1 loved ballet. 
But it was frijjhtfullv hard : class 
lit nine, rehearsals, etc.. until five 
o'clock, and sometimes we even 
had to practise at night. You came 
home al night dead tired, washed 
out your litihts and leotards, and 
went right to sleep. 

"I love travelling, and passed 
through quite a bit of the States, 
bill on those one-night stands you 
didn't .<:cc anything except the 
train station, the theatre and the 
hotel". 

"When you are a professional 
dancer, you live, eat and sleep 



dancing. You have lo be dedica- 
ted." . 

■ my did- she slop? "It was the 
hardest thing I ever did in my 
life — to -drop it completely. Since 

.my family is a "University family" 
(Miss McCullaph's father is a pro- 
fcïsor at McGill, and her mother, 

, a former high school te.ncher and 
A.ssUtant Warden at RVC). I was 
more or less continually and un- 
consciously influenced to continue 
with higher learning." 

Docs she regret her dancing ca- 
rccr? "Land, no. It was a wonder- 
ful experience. It gave me a chan- 
ce to think before coming to Uni- 
versity, and thus made me far bet- 
ter c<|iilpped to appreciate colle- 
ge and get the most out of it." 

Incidentally, at collcRe, Mi.s.s Mc- 
Cullagh made quite n n.ime for 
herself in swimming and diving 
cirdfs, and last year celebrated 
her graduation by winning the Do- 
minion Chompionshio for .synchro- 
nized swimming in Vancouver, be- 
fore' reluming to McGill to recei- 
ve her diploma.
